No longer will the State Leagues have 
competition from the PSL, even though 
the PSL plans a national indoor com 
petition to be played in the traditional 
winter season

The first PSL summer season will run 
from October 1981 to May 1982. 


Meanwhile, the PSL will play its final 
Autumn-Winter season from February 
unt about September, meaning that 
the players are in for a busy 18 months, 
especially those who will take part also 
in the Socceroo’s World Cup qualifying 
series 


Transfer rules will have to be studied 
closely, unless all concerned are quite 
happy about players transferring from 
State League to Philips League, back to 


State League, to keep active all year and 
to earn as much money as possile. 


The PSL argues that by playing in 
summer it avoids competition from 
other sports. However, it would appear 
more realistic to draw spectators not 
from other sports, but from soccer clubs 
whose leagues will be over by the time 
the PSL summer season starts. 


Many players are known to be against 
playing in the summer Jimmy Rooney 
and Gary Cole have expressed that opin- 
ion on television and coaches Willie 
Wallace of APIA and Alan Vest of New- 
castle share that view. 


As part of the PSL’s new marketing 
push, the clubs are expected to adopt 
new names with wider appeal. Perhaps 
they are expected to follow the Amer- 


ical model —- Sydney Slingshots, Mel- 
bourne Maulers, Brisbane Bombers and 
so on 


The summer soccer experiment will 
do no harm. Crowds are inadequate as 
things are, so any attempt to improve 
them is worth a try. 


However, given the instability of 
recent decision-making, it would sur- 
prise no-one if our leaders find upon 
closer examination that there are prob- 
lems they have failed to consider and 
that by next year the summer scccer 
idea will be abandoned again.

Until the 1981 Australian season starts, Channel 0 will show

Multicultural TV hopes to televise all of Australia’s World Cup 
qualifying games both at home and from overseas next year. 

Australian Soccer Federation president Sir Arthur George 
fired a broadside at commercial television and the Australian 
Broadcasting Commission over their alleged apathy towards Aus- 
tralian soccer 

He said: “Soccer is the only spert whose results are presented 
en commercial TV with speed that defies one’s ability to retain 
the results in one’s memory. There is an almost complete ab- 
sence of commentar yand ne presentation of competition tables to 
stimulate competitive interst. 

“The ABC. notwithstanding numerous approaches insofar as 
its TV is concerned, has followed broadly the same policy.”’

Tony Boskovic is a more tol- 
erant and mature man today 
and 1 think this shows in his 
refereeing. 

He is prepared to work hard 
to keep things in order on the 
field without resorting to the 
referee’s ultimate weapon — 
the red card.

It is a fact that the Boskovic 
of yesteryear would have 
pointed the red card at at least 
two players in the Australia- 
Mexico clash in Sydney. 

That he did not is evidence 
of his increased and justified 
confidence in his ability to con- 
trol games without sending 
people off. 

His folerance reacted 
against him in this match be- 
cause of the obvious intention 
of the Australians to upset the 
Mexicans with physical con- 
tact, 

After just three minutes 
Eddie Krncevic chased back 
after a Mexican defender and 
literally threw himself at him, 
knocking the little Mexican 
hard to the ground. 

The Mexicans, all small and 
mainly slightly built, reacted 
the way minority, under-privi- 
leged peoples are reacting 
throughout the world — with 
their own aggression. 

With their lack of size they 
could not meet the Australians 
head on, so it was over-the-ball 
stuff, elbowing and vicious 
hacking. 

Tony Boskovic was in the 
middle of all this mayhem 
trying to be fair to both sides. 

After the game he probably 
reflected that it was easier in

the old days, when he was 
quick on the trigger with the 
early shower shock-treatment. 

No doubt Chris Bambridge 
in Melbourne may have won- 
dered about Boskovic’s actions 
in the vendetta which ob- 
viously spilled over to the 
second Australia-Mexico 

ame. 

I do believe one of the main 
duties of a referee is to protect 
players. 

One hair-raising Mexican at- 
tempt to foul Ken Boden in 
midfield in the Sydney game 
could have finished him for life 
if it had been successful. 

You do not need to become 
an absolute dictator to succeed 
as a referee, as Tony Boskovic 
once was. 

However, a reputation for 
firmness is worthwhile for any 
referee. 

Rudi Gutendorf may have 
learned two things from the 
Mexican games. 

Small-statured Asian 
players will not take physical 
punishment from our bronzed 
Aussie giants lying down. 

Nor are they as totally sus- 
ceptible to the long high ball as 
some coaches imagine. 

Rale Rasic found this out 
during his world cup challenge 
and changed tactics during 
preliminary rounds after find- 
ing the British-style long-ball 
game, using bustling Max 

olson up front, was not as ef- 
fective as he had thought it 
would be. 

As for Tony Boskovic, he

It surprised me to see the ease 
with which we won some games this 
year and | think that West Adelaide, 
Adelaide City and Brisbane City 
clearly have dropped their standard 
since last year. 

| think Australia will find it hard to get 
to Spain in 1982 and it’s about time we 
started to worry about beating New Zea- 
land instead of talking Iran and South 
Korea. 

It seems that Rudi Gutendorf should 
have had a settled side by now rather than 
switching team positions. 

I can’t say much about Rudi as a coach 


because I never spoke to him although I . 


was in camp with the Australian squad for 
a week earlier this year. 

I suppose I should go back to the start of 
my competitive career, which is not too 
long ago because I started playing com- 
petitively at a late age. 

I was playing in the Sunday league in 
Parkville when I was 16 and 17 but the club 
was disqualified by the VSF. 

We used to have dances on Saturday 
nights and most of the players and specta- 
tors would be drunk during the game on 
Sunday. 

Because of spectator trouble Parkville 
was fined $50 by the federation but refused 
to pay, so the club was disqualified. 

I moved to Croatia’s under-18 team 
where I was coached by Tony Vrzina. 


He was a good coach because we spent 
most of our training time practising ball 
skills which few coaches spend enough 
time on these days. 


I progressed into Croatia’s reserve side 
and after sitting on the bench for the first 
team on a few occasions, I finally got my 
chance. 


I played as a central defender with 
Croatia for two and a half years before the 
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Neil McGachey of West Adelaide.

The week before we played against Ha- 
koah, the game over which Croatia was 
disqualified, we played Polonia and our 
goalkeeper was kicked in the head but the 
referee did nothing about it. 

Our keeper was carried off on a stret- 
cher, unconscious, and the Croatian fans 
were really angry. 

The next week we were playing Hako 
in a game which had a big bearing on our 
top four chances. 

In about the 60th minute Hugh Gunn was 
sent off and that was the start of the 
trouble. 

Croatia’s spectators jumped the fence 
and the game had to be abandoned and I 
can remember one spectator coming up to 
me and telling me not to worry because 
there would be a replay. 

But the result is history now and after 
the club was disqualified, I was a free 
player. 

I was going to join Croatia Canberra and 
I had arranged to fly up everyweekend to 
play but at the last minute I changed my 
mind. 

A fellow from Keilor Austria approach- 
ed me at a dance and asked me to sign 
with them, so next day I signed. 

I had one and a half years with Austria 
and it was a struggle because the club was 
at the bottom of the State League. 

When I first joined, Austria had two 
good German players, Hollman and Groe- 
ger but they returned to Germany and 
didn’t come back for the next season. 

There were few quality players left and 
Austria was relegated. 

The season the club went to Division 
One I was the leading scorer although I 
played centre half throughout the season. 

I ended up with six goals, so that shows 
how poorly we went that year. 

I didn’t want to go into the Metropolitan 
Leagues so I saw Tony Kovac and signed 
with J.U.S.T. in 1974. 

Things were great then, with Cedo 
Cirkovic and the fine players we had and 
we had someone to give the ball to who 
could hold it until he got support. 

Now we need more good players and we 
lack the discipline and respect that we had 
in those years. 

Rocco Ille was inexperienced when he 
coached us but his physical training was 
excellent. 

At the moment we are fighting to stay 
clear of the relegation zone and we know 
what we must do to get the club out of 
trouble. . 

I think that the next few weeks will have 
a big bearing on the future of J.U.S.T. and 
next year I think you will see a big im- 
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The Player's Viewpoint 
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provement in terms of players, coaching 
and facilities. 

As far as the administration of Austral- 
jan soccer goes I think that there is a lot of 
room for improvement. 

We need to change many administrators 
and get young, fresh faces into prominent 
positions. 

The game can be promoted brilliantly 
as proven by the New York Cosmos game 
in Sydney which drew about 60,000 specta- 
tors. 

The media coverage of soccer is poor 
and the Press usually hides soccer news in 
among the horse racing pages. 

If we are going to increase the number 
of teams in the PSL I hope we introduce 
teams with similar set-ups to Newcastle 
and Canberra where there only one team 
representing each of those cities and this 
draws large crowds to the games. 

In Newcastle soccer is a family affair 
but in Melbourne you don’t get much for 
your money. 

We used to have bands and march- 
ing girls to entertain the crowd in the 60’s 
and I don’t know why we stopped using 
them. 

My own future as a player in the PSL 
will probably last another two years and 
then I will drop into lower leagues. 

Soccer has been good to me and apart 
from giving me great enjoyment it has 
helped me financially and given me the op- 
portunity to see many parts of Australia. 

I aim to keep playing for as long as I 
can, hopefully in a winning side.

Structure to ensure maximum 
physiological returns. In order 
to evaluate and assess the 
level of fitness of the players, 
regular tests were conducted. 

Iniury to players can cause 
many problems to an aspiring 
team. This fact heavily in- 
fluenced training procedures. 
Players were instructed on 
correct warm-up routines, and 
prophylactic strapping was 
regularly used to support and 
protect ankles. As a result, 
few players missed games 
through injury. 

During training sessions, 
skill coaching was the primary 
concern — physical condi- 
tioning secondary. The skill 
work was planned in eight 
week programs and the sched- 
ule, rarely deviated. The stri- 
kers were encouraged to 
express their individual flair 
when the opportunity arose. 
Overall, the tactics were de- 


signed to suit the abilities of 
the players. 

Finally, psychological 
aspects can dramatically 
affect a players performance. 
Maximum efficiency can only 
be gained through a com- 
bination of skill, fitness and 
mental coherence. A player’s 
individual personality must be 
complemented by specific mo- 
tivation which will in turn 
become evident in team per- 
formance.

Then came Marconi’s third 
goal.
